Thownas earle of Lancaſter to be their leader, for rhe effecting of their defignes, 
The King being at Yorke, Earle Thowas ſent humble petitions by honourable 
meſſengers to his Majeſty , requeſting him ro deliver the ſaid Pzerce into their 
hands, or todrive him from his company out of Ezg/asd ; but the ſelfewild 
king preferring the love of one ſtranger before the love of the whole Realme, 
would not condeſcend; apon this the king ſent him by Azeverie de Yalence earle 
of Peezbrooke, to be ſafely conducted to Wallingford Caſtle ; bur being lefrby 
the ſaid 4iwerie but one night, ar a Village called Dathingtos neere Oxford, was 
there by Gay carle of Warwicke and his pe ople ſurpriſed, from thence carried to 
a place called Blackiow, where in the preſence of the earles of Lanceſter,i/arwicke, 
and Hereford, he had his head ſmitcen off. The King hearing thereof rooke 
ſach ſorrow for his death, that he onely imagined preſent meanes:o revenge 
the blood of his friend, or ratherof his halfe-ſelfe ; which being well knowne 
to the Lords, they reſolved not to lay downe armes, till they had provided for 
their ſecurity : the King was then at Logdow,and the Lords at Du»ſtaple, but by 
conrinuall inter-dealingsof the Prelares,and Gilbert earle of Glowrefter, there was 
for a time a peace and pardon granted unto them. The Scots being advertiſed 
of theſe faftions amongſt the Engliſh, rooke their opportunity , and in the 
yeere aboveſaid, adhered ro undaunted Bywce, and fo reſorted unto him; that 
by degrees he had gotten a great ſtrength , and was againe publikely received

The King of England hearing hereof raiſed a vety great 
army, and marcheth toward theſaid Cattle, bat the earles of Lazcofter, Warwick, 
and &7#»dclt refuſ:d to attend their King inthis ſervice, by which meancs 
the King hadnot thatpower and force which otherwiſe he might haye hadzin 
conclufion , he ſer forwards towards Benocſbewrne neere $triveling, where he 
was met withall by King Robert, who by policy of their Iron ſtakes apainſtthe 
(h horſe, King Edwerds bartell was diſcomfited and great ſJaughter made

 $ard, bur O6oght hee thd now got FYerwick into hiv'tap; andpreſenly ferit 
to his brortter the Dake of Burgundy p; RO ehe'Seas, leaſt that Y7ewtrk 
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ſhoald eſcape back againe into Frawe,, 8i{o to. his Lords of EBaghad roattend 
him in his warres, -bur very many negleRed his command:whichwhengd- 
ward perceaved, hee was ſtrucke with a great-teare, and wich hisbrother.che 
Duke of Glocefter,the Lord Haſtings, and the Lord Scales the Queenes brother, 
he haſted rowards Nottisgham, there roderermine what was ro bedone inthe 
maane time the baſtaro Felcopbrigdge inthe Welt, and rhe Earle of Peabroake.j 
Wales.proclaimed King Hear likewiſe Margaeſſe Avatecnie , having ga; hdd 
ſome 60Q0 forces in che name of King Edegrd;drew them cowards Not 
when on a ſadaige\he drew them back,alleadging that Edward was ungraretull, 
and regardleffe of his friends , theſe thing: bring divulged amongſt the com- 
mons, they were all curned.for King Hearies part, and making bone-fixes.and 
ringing bells,chey ſung their ditcies at everymeering,$©cryed x Heary,a'Hewry, 
alorwick.a Warmick..Edmord bearing theſe rumours fled from:his heſt befide's 
Nottiaghi with ſome of his chiefe friend: & pafſ-dovear the waſhes.e6 Lin, where- 
in two Ships of Hollesd, and one EaglibShip , he ſer fayle towards Bur 
avdby the way beingencountred by the Eafterliogs, had much adpe roeicapss 
afrer chische Zurle of Warwick, with the Duke ot Clereace , and divers others 
went to the Tower, wherein Kiog H ery had beene priſoner almoſt g Yeares, 
and there agiine eleted him far their lawfull King. |

towards LowJon making it the key to open the way ra the Crowne, ('rowhich 
when hee aproached) che Citizens opened cheir gates,andcryed K Edward K. 
Edward,che Duke of Somerſet and others,chat was left ro artend K. Hewry fled 
for cheir lives ; leaving him in the Biſhops pallace. where he was taken by King

inthe rereward, ſtill reſcrviog a frefh ſupply when occafion ſhoald ſerve, the 
Bartailes joyne, and 0x%rd upon chat part of the Kings ſers.on furiouſly, and 
wich great violence forceth them backe, ſo that many of them fled to Zoudes, 
rep>reing that YYerwick had won the Field , and ſare ir was in great forward« 


 nefſ?, had nor forrune thwarted it by an anexpected chance,for the day being 


foggy, and over-caſt with miſts hindred cheir eyes of any farre fight , ſothar 
the Scarres which(being the cognizance of the Earle of 0xford-) was on mens 
coares, was taken for che Sunne which was worne by King Edward: men, in 
which error Werwicks Battaile let flic at their owne fellowes, who were in 
great forwardnes to have won the day, and cheynor knowing the cauſe, cry- 
ed tresſon tresſon we ore betrayed, whereupon the Earle of 0xferd with Soofled 
the Field, which when Werwick perceaved, with words likea Souldier hee 
encouraged his men, and ſeeing freſh ſaupplyesof his enemies draw unto fighe 
he furiouſly raſhed into the mid of his enemies, where (valiantly fighting) 
with his brocher the Marqmefſe Mouteoute hee was flayne, and his Batraile dif- 
comficedyapon King Edwerds parc was Jayne , theLords Crowwell, Bonrchier, 
and Borers , befides many others, and of common Souldiers on boch fides 
10000. the Dake of Exceſfter being left for dead in the Field recovered, and 
tooke ſanftuury, the Duke of Somerſet and the Earle of Oxford, eſcaped the 


Field, and fled into i ales, where with /ſper Earle of Prabrogke, they plorred eo 
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K \nn2/nes had ſcarce beene two daicsin,Londen , butrewes was brought 
X char Queene Mergarer, was landegin the Weſt Country with her y 
Soone prince Edward. King Edward heating hereof., thinkesit kigh time ra 
lap off thoſe branches before chey ſpread toa fare; with a lſeleted company 
he marcherh.ca weece them-3Quz-ene Mergaret inthe meane time hath divers 
friends reſores., and jaynes go her , agthe Duke of Somerſet and divers orher, 
comes forward to Temkobery,the Duke of Someſet is che generall. And himſelte 
andhis brother the Lord Jobs Somerſet, leades the forepart of the Battaile, the 
midic Batealion- commanded by the Prince, and «be Lords, S*. Johnand Wer 
lock, andthe reve ward governed by Jobs Eourtney Farle of Depoaſbire , King E4- 
word, who. was comenow within fight of his-cuctnies, divided likewiſe his Ar- 
my intothr-e parts, commircing the fargyard tothe guide'of his brotherghe- 
Duke of Glovcefter, the:tnaine hee undercooke himſelte, andthe rexeward was 
commanded by the Lord Haſtings his Chamberlaine : the Field c:us Mar- 
ſballed,. and the figne of Battaile being given, a maſt bloudy fighe began: 
the King had planted hisordinanceat molt advantage,which Glocefter beſtow- 
ed freely amongſtthe Dakeymen, andithey lodged berwixc dicches, br 
and hedges, with their ſhowers of Arrowesgalle d Gleceſters followers, ſoas by 
bis command hisfollowersgaye back, which Saxenſet perceaving wich a great 
conrage came ont of hisſtrengrh ; and; came- in the place where King Ed- 
ward was embattayled , thinking verily that Wezlochhad followed art his back, 
who as it ſeemes,meant norhing lefſe, the advantage eſpyed, Glocefter made 
good hisrerreat, and with freſb ſupplyesot 200 ſpeaves, ſo charged s 
as:his Bueraile was diſordered, .and puerto fearefall flighc, ten ns 
the widiile-ward found there the Lord Weatvch idle , whilſt ocher-were thus 
working for their lives, whom he moſt opprobriouſly reviled.in.the rearmesof 
2 traktor. and with hisBattajte-axe ſtroke bis Braines onr of his head; when 
preſenchy Gleceſter, and afrerthe Kingenters theirerench, wherein all of the 
Queenes partwentto wrack,for there were ſhyne on her part in this Battaile 
lohsLord Somerſet, Ts : Courtney Earle: oh DevoaſhireglatLor jo man- 
nera$swe have faid, Sir zohw Delves, Sir Edward , Sir Robert YV bitting- 
hom.and'Sir obw Lewkener with 3090 others, beſides. amongſt theny char fled 
Prince Edward was one, whaw Sir Richard Crofits apprehended befqre hegat to 
Tewherbury , bur Edevx. ad Duke of Samerſtt,the Prior of S;.. lakne and divers 0- 
thers,, rooke Sanctuary in the- Abbey, anc ather placesof the. Towne ;,not- 
withſtanding they were taken forth, and arraigned before Richard Duke of 
Ghoeefter, where they were candemned,and were preſently beheaded, befides 
a dozen Knights more ; then was made Proclamation. , for apprebenfionof 
Prince Edword, promiſing a great reward;and the ſafegard af che Princes life, 
upon which promiſes, Sir Richard Crofts preſented young Edwerd. unto. the 
King,whom with a fterne countenance he awhile, - and 2s excely de- 
manded, how he durft ſo preſumptaouſly enter incahis hand with b umer dif- 
played? whereupon the Prince made thisreply ; to: recover (ſaid hee.) mp 
fachers Kingdome , and his moſt rightfull. inhericance , pofſefiedby his fa- 
ther, and grand-facher,and from him immediately belonging uaro mee ; 
haw dareſt chow then which art his ſabje&t diſplay thy colour againſt him, 
thy Liege Lord ? which anſwer mooved King Edvard ſo auch, as with his 
Gantler hee daſhed the Prince on che mquch., wham Riche Duke of Glo. 
cefter. with other of his ſervants moſt ſhamefally murchered ; even im che 
Kings preſence, and at bis feete , whofe body was. baryed withour ſolem- 
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nity amongſt ocher meane perſons , in the CHurch of the Blecke-Fryers in 
Tewksbury. 

About chis time, Thomas Nevill , baſtard Falcoabrigge,growing very famons 
ar Sea by his piracy, meant co make hjs famenolefſe on land, for which par- 
poſe putingin at Dover, many miſgoverned and lewd perſons dayly drew to 
bim,{o that his power grew tobe ſome 17000 ſtrong; wich theſe through Kent 
he mad his way ro Loedos, and paſſing 3000 of his men over Thames, they di- 
vided themſelves inco rwo companies, of which one went to Algate, nnd ano- 
ther to Biſhops-gate, and him(elfe at Londos-Bridge,all which they fired toge- 
ther, ſochac che Ciry was in three places fyred , and afſiyled rogerher, but 
with ſuch evill (uccefſ>,that they loſt 500 of their men, and the bold baſtard 
was driven to his Ships.

[1g Richard having obrained the Crowne by uſarpation, Jeſper Earle of 
Penbrooke ,, and Henry Erle of Richmond fled inco liccle Brittaiee, as fearing 
the tyranay of the King, for Henry Earle of Richmond, was ſonne ro Edmond 
Earle of Richmond by his Wife, Margeret ſole heire of Tabs Dake of Soxrcoſet 
Grandchild ro /obsof Gant, fo that by the civill warres, this Heary was che laſt 
that was lefc of che Lasceſtrias family , all which King Richard percea he 
ſent grear gifts, 1n1 Ambaſſies to the Dake of Brittaise, cither ro keepe Earle 
H:nryinſatecy,or elſe co ſend him over into Exglend, which the Earle percea- 
ving and fearing to be intercepted hee fled into Freace, where hee washono- 
rably receaved,and there jayned with him che Earle of 0xferd , who had'fled 
gut of Hamer Caſtle, where he was impriſoned, and captaine Jawer Bluas,Cap- 
taine ther2of likewiſe joyned with them: alſohe had in his company the Earle 
of Devoaſhire, the M wquefſe Dorſet the Qu*enes ſoane, the Lords rwelle,pil- 
loughby,and Bowrchier with many other valiant Knights ; King Richerd obler- 
ving theſe paſſiges beyond Sea,commanded his own ports to be ſecarely k-pr, 
the Erle gor thinking ic policy todelay time, obtayning a ſmall ayd of the 
French for a ſ>me of money,for which the Lord Marqaefſe Doſes, ( whom he 
zthing miſtraſted) and Sir lbs Bourchisr were lefrin pledge, hee ſer for- 
wardto Roan, and preparing his ſhipping in che thoarh of Seyne, withewo 
thouſan1 m-n onely , and a ſmall number ofShips ſer fayle from Haerfleu# che 
159of A»g»,20d the ſeaventh day following arrived at Milford haves in Water, 
where taking land, hee came to Dale, and thence the nezrday marcheely eo 
Hereford We\t, ten miles into che maine, from chence he marcherh © 
where hee hal n-wes thz Country was forelaid againſt hin; bor finding” rhar 
untrue, hemade ſtill forward, beating downe ſach holds asheld agrinſthim, 
then ſear ſecretly ro Lidy Margeret his mother, ( who was then maryed torhe 
Lord 8taulg) to ler his friends know that he meanc co paſſe Seversc at Shrews- 
bury, and ſo come forward to Londoa:in his way to $ cer ttias, 
Sir Rice 6p Thowsr a man ofgreat command in Water, wich « namber of-watte 
m-n to ſide in his pas. "yr he Exrle more boidly from ; hetd 
oa h& march tothe Towne of Newport, whicher Sir Gilbers Taibss; with 
meocam2to hisayd,from the young Earle of Shrewebery: chen Prfſzd bee for= 
ward, to $t4fford, and had conference there with Sir lens Srenlty, and pro- 
ceeded forward wis hoanorably ecatereainedin the Cicy of Erahfeld, where 
Thom 1rd Stanly with $000 m2n , had beene fomerwa dafesbfore, bur 
beacin ;. of H:ovics approxch,rem3ovedeo 43erſos, to avoyd —_ 
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jeaious King who kept his eldeſt ſonne an hoſtage for his truth: King Richard 
atthis time held his Court at Nottizghers, where being informed that Earle 
Henry with a ſmall company was landed in 3/aks, made ſmall account of what 
hee coald doe , not in any fort fearing what after enſued', himſelfe 
alcogether relying on the Lord Walter Herbert, and Sir Rice 9p-Thomas two 
principall men,in whom he conceaved moſt truſt; yer left this new riſen ſpring, 
mighr gather in more heads, hee ſent co the Duke of Noyfolke , the Earles of 
Northumberland, and Swrry, and many other Knights, commanding them with 
their torces to come , and attend upon his perſon, which accordingly they ſer 
forwards todoe;meane while,hee ſent hiseſpials our, to know the way He 
went;he had intelligence, that hee was paſt Shrewsbury without any impeach - 
ment,which cauſed him mightily to ſtorme , and having notice the Earle was 
at Litchfield, and that daily great numbers reſorted ro him, incontinencly hee 
marſhalled his followers, and like a yaliant Soauldier led his men to Leiceſtgr 
and after ſanne ſer entred the Towne, Earle Richmond departed: from Af 
fieldto Tamworth, and in the way met Sir Thowas Bovrchier,and Sir Walter Hhs- 
gerford going towards the King, who upon this anlooked for occafion , and 
knowiog in what ſuſpition themſelves ſtood with the King, the night follow- 
ing they ſecretly left the company of Brakesbary their Capraine, and wandring 
in wayes unknowne with much adoe, got ſafely nntothe Earles companies. 
In like danger Henry himſeltechanced cocome, for knowing that King Richard 
was neare hand with a great power, and that his father in law the Lord Stanley 
ſtood as a Neuter, he was ſtruck deepe into a melancholy , and with twenty 
lighthorſe-men lingered behind, ſeriouſly maſing what was to bee done, at 
laft he loſt the ſight ofhis hoaſt}, and by the darkenefle of the night miſſed his 
way ; neither durſt he for the Kings ſtout watch demand the way to T; 
burlay in a ſmall Village three miles diſtanc., to his no liccle griefe,” and his 
whole Armies greatamazement, but che next morning (conducted by good 
fortune) hee came to his hoaſt, excufing that his abſence was to havecon- 
ference with his ſecret friends, and chea privily departing to the Lord Staaky 
hadconference with him; and wasput ingood comfort ; Butcontrariwiſe 
King -&icherd was perplexed by-the departing of'Sir Iobs Sevage , Sir Briaw 
Seaford , and Sir Symon Dighy, in whom he had repoſed great cruſt , but be- 
ing derermined to pur himſelfe to the triall of Battaile , rhe next mornipghe 
marcherh towardsthe enemy, and upon afaire plaine called Redwore, \necre' 
Boſworth, about ſeaven miles Weſt from Leicefter,he pirched downe his Tents, 
and thence ſent a Parfivant to the Lord Stenley , commanding to adyance for- 
ward, and rocome to his preſence , which if hee refuſed ſo ro doe, hee ſwore 
his ſonnes head ſhould off before he dined, the Lord Stanley anſwered the Par- 
ſevanc, chat if be did ſo, he had more ſonnes ;butto come+to the King, hee was 
not at that time determined: this anſwer declared, King Richerd commanded 
the Lord Streage to be beheaded, at the very ſeaſon when the rwo Armies 
came in fight each o fothers, but his counſellours ronld him, chat the time 
now tofight , and not to execute , which might betterbe done when 
Field was fought. Whereupon the Lord 8rronge was delivered priſoner edrbe 
keeper of the Kings Tenrs ; but now the time , and hourof Bartaile being 
come, hee drew ont his Army upon the plaine, whoſe order for fighthe thus 
placed: The foreward he ordered of a marvellous length, to ſtrike the more 
terror in the behoulders hearts, in whoſe forefront hee piaced his Archers, ' 
232 Bulwarke to defend the reſt, the leading whereof was committed _ , 
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Dake of Norfolke, with whom was Thomas Earle of Swrry, his ſonne, bis owne 
Battalion was furniſhed wich che beft approved mea of wairz, having horſemen 
for wings of borh (ids his Batcaile, Earle Richmond ſeeing King Richard thus 
embarrailed, ſent torhe Lord $:axley , whothen ſtood a loofe of , to come, 
and helpe him coorderhis Bactailes, whoſe anſwer was, rhat he ſhawld order 
them himſelfe,aod chat he wouk! come to him when he ſaw time convenienr, 
which ſtruck che Earle into a great dampe ; but now having no time'or de- 
lay , neceffiry compelled him ro order his men : the fore. ward he made fingle, 
according to his ſmall tumber of.Souldiers,andinthe franc placed his archery, 
over whom the Earle af 0xford was Captaine, the right wing wasled by Sir 
Gilbert T sbot;and ch2 lefe ailigned to Sir Jobs Savage, Exrle Henry himſelfe wich 
his Llacle Zeſprr Earle of Peabrooke governed the maiae Battayle, berrer reple- 
niſhed with horſe then foore-, whoſe whole number hardly confifting on 
. allchings being thus ordered,che Souldiers buckled their Helmes, and 

the Archers bene their bowes atcentively liſtnaiag, when the Trampers ſhould 
ive the firſt ſound roBattaile. Zerwixt bach: Armies there lay a great marih, 
which Earle Henry left.upon hisrighc hand, having che Sunne alſq on his back, 
which King Richard perceaving , with ſound of Trumpet, and ſhour of his 


Army, patſ-dche mariſh, whenche bow men an bath fades ler treely fly cheir 


rroxes, the reſt comming ta encount-r with ſtroaks ; bu! the Earle of 0x- 
£ fearinz to bz encompaſſed by the enemycomm inded every of his ragkes 
to keepe within cea foare of the ſtandard, (which being accompliſhzd, and 
theic fight awhile ſtayed, their oppoſirs miſtruſting ſome frand ar deceir, 
ceaſed likewiſe from theirs,many of rhem willing enqugh {@ co doe; notwith- 
ſtanding immediatly after , a crueltButrell was begun,and manfully continu- 
edupoacicher part, till laſtly King Richsrd haying inc elligence chat the 
Earle af Richevond was burſ]:nderly accompanied with men.of Armss, and 
haviagthe m:rkes of the ſaid Earle, made from the Range of hisowne Bar- 
taile, and upon the ſpurre wich Speare in his Reſt, ran violently cowards 
him ia a furious ſpleene, in which rage, at che-firſt brunt, he bare downe,and 
overthrew the Earles ſtandard,and flew Sir Brandon (tacher to Charles 
Br audos Dake of S»ffolks ) the bearer thereof, heealſo unhorſed Sir Io; Cheny 
a valianc Knight, and at laſt coped wich Earle Henry himſelfe, berwixe whom 
the fight was ſo deſperate, that Henries company was ſtrack in greatdeſpayre, 
at which very inſtanc. Sir FiZiem Stasley came in with 3009 tal freſh Souldiers, 
who entred rhe Bartcaile with ſach courage, as chey bare downe alt before 
them where they went, whereasthe Kings fide began rofaint, and miſtruſt- 
ing creaſo1amongſt chemſelyes.curnedtheir hacks, andranne away zhur King 
Richard (till manfully fighting wasflaine in the midſt of his enemies: .chere.

and had ſhowne his Commiſſion, the deſperate mulcicude ar the inciremenc 
of one 7obs a Chamber, did fodainly ſee upon him, and moſt furiouſly mwr- 
thered him, with divers of his ſervancs,at a place called Cockegge by Thrask 18 
miles from Yorke, after which tocarry their wicked atr*mpt chrough, they

fore-had his Exg/4b tongue ; having infuſe all her principalls i@this Tow 
vader the tycle of Richard Plantagenet, ſecond fonnero King Edward che fqurch, 
&f, where having kept him ſecret 

til hee ſaw her time, (arrended with fit atfociates, and pri vadaes) hee faylerh 
ao Lreland ( the foſter place, and nurſery of all good willto the he 
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Yorke) where hee ſo ſtrongly charmed that rude people with the charmes of 
falſe hopes,and miſts of ſeemings,2s he was sffured of partakers in-great plenty, 
Charles the eighth, King cf Frauce, hearing (and perhaps beleeving) thar the 
Duke of Yorke was alive, invites him moſt officiouſly to Paris, and beſides all 
other honours,at his comming, aſſigned a guard for his perſon,afrerward there 
repayred to him Sir GeorgeNevil{(a baſtard ofthe noble houſe of Nevilfs)S* robs 
Taylor, Rowland Robinſon,and abour a hundred Eag/zh,but upon a treaty of Peace 
at Boloigse,verweene the King of Exg/azd,and the King of Fraxce, the ſuppoſed 
Dake and his confederares, was notto remaine any longer in Frazce ; upon 
which they made for Flanders,to the Dutcheſle of Burgundy, which the Datches 
obſerving , and ſeeing her artificiall creature thus corned upon her hands. 
pretends an Extreame ignorance, that ever ſhee had ſeeve kim before that preſe#t, and 
an exce(ſrve joy for his miraculons eſcape , and preſervation , and that the table 
might wantno quickning , which her perſonall countenancing or her coure 
cou'd afford, ſhee openly ſalutes him by the title of che white roſe of England, 
and queſtions him on the manner of his eſcape , with ſuch like, ro beger a 
firme beleefe in the hearers , thar ſhee never had ſeene him betore that rime, 
and that he was indeed her Nephew Richard Duke of Torke, neither was hee 1n 
any poynt wanting in his part ; bur fitted ſuch like anſwers to all queſtions, 
and ſuch princely behaviours to all occaſions, as mde fame bould co publiſh 
him , with the fulleſt blaſt of her Trumpet, for no other then arrne Fjchard 
Plantazinet : this intoxication, and abuſion of che World , was wonderfully 
encreaſed by the ſecret revolt of Sir Robert Clifford Knight, whom (as one that 
had ſeene and knowne the trae K;chard ) the conſpirators of Eegland had ſent 
over, to informe himſelfe , and chem, whether hee was indeed ar be ſeemed. Sir 


- Robert being come tothe Datchefſe, was made welcome , and being brought 


to his ſight, did forthwith give credic, and conſtantly fignifie, that chis was 
indeede Richard Plantaginet, the true Duke of Torke, and that hee well knew 
him for ſuch, money and encouragements were hereupon ſent out of England 
from ſuch as favoured him, amongſt whom was Sit 77il/iam Stanly, Chamber- 
laine co King Heerg,the Lord Fitz walter , Sir Symon Montfort, and Sir Thomas 
Thwaites, and others.King Henry having intelligence of all thoſe proceedings, 
and being circumſpec, and vigilanc of his affayres, canſed all the Sea coaſtsof 
Englend to bee well and (trongly watchr , bur above all hee employes certaine 
of his rruſtyeſt ſervants into forraine parts, tro finde the depth cf rH 18 baſt- 
nefſe , but ſpecially ro Sir Robert Clifford , ro ſound him to the botrome, with 


promiſe of immunity and favour, if he would returne into England in quiet: theſe 


ply their charge ſo roandly,thar Sir Robert Cliffordis drawne off, andthe new 
Dake is diſcovered as well by chem, asby ſome other friends, ro beeno more 
bur Perkin Warbeck,, King Henry having now found the depth ; and by his high 
prudence,and induſtry , thus diſcovered the foundations of Perkins hopes] 
Ezgland , made it his firſt worke , to purge the Realme of thoſe which was 
the chiefe aQers : and firſt hee beheaded che Lord Fitz-walter', Sir Simon 
Montfort , Robert Ratcliffe,Sir Wiliaw Danbuey, and in concluſion Sir William 
Stanley ;whogvas the chiete meanes,of King Hewrier attaining torhe Crowne. 
The Durchefſe, and Perkin knowing all things as they paſſed inExg/ane, re- 
ſolve notwithſtanding, ro proceede; and therefore raking advantage of the 
Kings being in the North, Perk3n with a force of broken anddiſcontented 
perſons, ſers ſaile for Ezgleed,and approacheth the coaſts of Kent, about $exd- 
wich and Deale,there to begin his enterpriſe for the Crowne of England, woe 
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the bprrowed name of Richerd Dake of Yorke 4 ſome of chem prefunied 'ro 
come on ſhore, in hope ofayd, burcontrary co their expectarions,they.were 
driven againetotheic Ships, and ſome: 70 raken priſoners, which wereall 
efcer executed ; Perkin himſelfe ; who would not truſt his-owne perfocion 
ſhore, being croubled at the auſpicious fortune of his followers, preſently 
hoyſed up fayle, and rerarned to his Lady and patronefſe into-F/avders ; the 
Darcheſf ſeeing theſe Sourhparrsproove fo dry, conveighes her /doft into 
Ireland, bar his councell weighing with themſelves, that che 1-5 friendſhip, 
how firme ſoever, was inſuthcient inreſpeR oftheirnakedneffe and poverty, 
to worke their wiſhes , according tortheir advice, hee crofleth the Sexs into 
$coiland, where hee was nobly entertained by Temes the fourth King of Scat- 
land,co whom this boald connterfeir was ſpecially commended; by che Kin 
of Frexce, and the Datchefſe of Burgezdy , to bee the rrac:and andodbied 
Dake of T7orke, and the young man fo carryed his poſtares that he made ſuch 
a trong impreſſion in the young Kings conceite , "that hee gave him co Wite 
the Lady Katherine Gordon, daughcer to the Earle of Hent/pbeing neere cozen 
cothe King himſclfe , upon this, a warre was/preſently undertaken againſt 
King Hezry,and entred into ; the King of 8:07 in perſon , and Perks follow- 
ed with great numbers , eſpecially of borderers,” fell apon ſundry parts:of 
Northumberland , which they burned and ſpoyled ; neverthelefſe , :1ebey 
made Proclamation in the name-of- Richerd Dake of Torks, char whoſo- 
ever wouldadhere to him ſhould bavegreat rewards : bat King Henry by his 
diligence and wiſedome, 'had fo ferled rhe minds of the people in thoſeparrs, 
thac there is no mentigamade of any one perſon which offeted his ſereice: 
this anexpeRed averſionſo blanke che 8cot,,chat the King with'rich booey-re- 
tarned iaco his owne Country, and from thenceforch efteemed che lefſe of 
his new cozen, after which a peace was concluded with Scotland, 
hee ſhould not harbour Perkis, apon- which Perkie- with his Wife,” and fome 
few others, arive in Irelasd , but finding it norfutficient rofupport him, and 
hearing cheCorziſ m2n was d iſcontenced, hee makes for pie rv and landing 
at Whicſandbay in Corawelt, found meanes'afterwards at is co raiſe ſome 
1099 men. Perkzs thus accompanied, - marcheth cowards the City of Excefter, 
purpofing if he coald,to winneit by force, and to make a pray thereof tohis 
Soaldiers, invicing all others, looſe or lolk people, to his Greicoyby the hope: of 
lice booties, and by taking inſuchplaces of ſtrength as lay-in' his way to ſe= 
cuce his recrear. But the King hearing he was landed provides his forces, ſend- 
ing forth his eſpialls in all places to obſerve his craft, and being certified chat 
he was afore Excefter, aprincipall ſtrength inthe Welt parts ,;and that Pirie 
uſing all his g!olings , could not prevaile with the Ciriz*ns,;-to open their 
Gates, barbecakes himſelte toviolence, ſers fire on the Gates, mountshis 
*aling ladders againſt the walls , and with his utrermoſt abours forceth-;a 
ſaddaine entrance, which valiantly by the Cirizens was deferided, rill Edward

at Beawhiew, in new-forreft; not far from Hampton, where the Kings horſe fount 
them regitired, but accordingto command, rhey fera firong watchabour che 
place andbythe King Perkin was offered lite if he would avoyd the fantaary, 
whichacordingly hee: did , and from thence was carried tothe Tower biic 
thence ſcekingromake an eſcape, wastaken and after execated at: Tibourne, 
but before his death he made a fall confe fon of his life and breediag, and how 
he was drawne toitake the title apon him , which you may reade ar large irj 
Maſter Speede.

of their owne, footemen to their great hurt : when the Kings ſtandard 
( borne by Sir Andrew Flammoch) was laid faſt hold on by the Scotiſh , and had 
not that Knights ſtrengeh beene the more, and his horſe the better, himſelfe 
had beene ſJaine, and the ſtandard loft, which notwithſtanding was graſped o 
faſt, that the Scots bore away the nether end of the ſtaffe to the burrel! ; the 
Cannons from the hill, played ſore upon the Scotifh, and ſo did rhe Ordinance 
out of the Engiz/h fieete, the retreat of the protefors horſemen gave ſignes 
to the Scots of a preſent victory , who now upon a forward courage diſranked 
chemſelves for haſt, and fell upon the disbanded Ezglþ, who preſently by 
their leaders were brought into array , and fiercely prefſed forward on the 
vantgard of the enemy, and the $cote wanting ſhot to anſwer their violence 
they retire haſtily ro the maine Batraile , and thoſe miſdeeming the day had 
beene loſt, curned their backs and fled z the chaſe was followed almott five 
miles, wherein the Lord Flemming with ſandry other men of norte, were

where daily looking for more ſupply , thoſe which hee had began to ſhrink 
away, whereby the rebels were emboldned to ma ke rowards him, and csme

there ſpred their colours : the Lord Rufel/ though weake in compariſon of 
them, rhoughr it more honorable toaſſaile, then co bee afſaulted, made for- 
wards even to th? bridge : at whoſeapproachthe enemies mainraine them- 
ſelves to fight, and with aſtrong guard mainraine the Bridge, befides which

mongſt whom was Boyer Major of Bodwiz in Coranal/ , unto whom Sir Antony 
ſent word;that he would come and dine with him , bat before hee 
was fer downe, he cauſed a paire of Gallowes to bee ſor upar his doore, and the 
Table raken away, hee willed the faid Major to accompany him , and hnnh | 
preſent 
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preſently commanded his Hoſt co the halter, and ſaw him hanged, before he 
departed: likewiſe a Miller dwelled neere the ſame place, which had beene x 
great doer in therebellion , bur he knowing the danger, got ourofthe way, 
and willed his man it any body asked for him, that he ſhould make anſwer and 
ſay, he was the Maſter : Sir 4#thozy came to the Mill, and calling for the Ma- 
ſter, the Man in his name preſented himſelfe, who ſtraight was commanded to 
the Gallowes, the ſervant chen ſeeing the danger of death , confefſed hee was 
not the Maſter but the man ; well ſaid Sir Azthozy, thou canſt never doe th 
Maſter becter ſervice then co hang for him, and thereupon on the next Tree 
he was trufed up. 

The ſame yeere as things were atingin the Weſt, ſo other commons roſe 
under prerence of laying opea encloſures, which the King by Proclamation 
hadcauſed to bee done. Amongſt whom chiefely were thoſe of Northfolke, 
whoſe inhabiranrs following the examples of other Countries, gathered 
themſelves togerher, ina moſt violent manger:their fisſt attempt was at 4t3/- 
borough againſt dne Greeve, that had taken away partof their commons, nexr 
at Vimondbam, where by the inſtigation of Tobr: Flowerdew, they calt downe the 
fencesof incloſures of one Robert Ket a Tanner in the fame Towne ; who to be 
even with Flowerdew brought them to Hetherſet , and ſer them to worke, to 
pull downe all the hedges of his paſtures and incloſures: ro which worke, Ket 
gave ſuch deſperate incouragement , thar they chuſe him for their Capraine, 
who from thence paſſed to Bowthrope, laying all levell where they came ; their 
numbers encreaſing,and doing outragiouſly,Sir EdanrdWiedam high Sheriffe 
of che Shire,made Proclamation amongſt them in che Kings Namero depart, 
which otherwiſe, had pronognced them traitours;bat had not his horſe beene 
the ſwifter, his had beene either taken or (1ayne : hereupon their Terrour 
began tobe fearefull, and themſelyes to be furniſhed with weapons $ and con- 

fidering what dangers were open, they held ir beſt policy ro draw to one 
place, andſo to fortify themſelves with further ſtrengrhs,and for char purpoſe 
they make their randeuouz at Moeſho/d,a place neere unto mount $#rrey. where 
they were reſorted to with great ſupplies both from other parts ot Norfolke, 
a$alſo from Swffolke, and the rade inhabitants of Norwich ſo fir prevailed, that 
they led true and faichfall ſabjeRs our ofthe City, and made them of their 
Councell, ſach as Themas Cod Major of Norwich , Robert Watſon preacher, and 
Thomas Aldericke Gentleman, Sergeant Cathn,and Sergeant Gaxdy : whom they 
fertered, and cauſed to bee atrendant upon Ket 5 who now tooke npon 
him to be the Kings deputy , and to give our warrants in his Majeſties Name. 
By verrue of which, many of worſhip and credit were ferched from their 
dwellings, brought before him, and violently caſt intoprifon, and the more 
to (hew Juſtice,they ordained a tribunall ſeat in an o!d Tree, in which fat the 
Tanner as Chancellour or _ adge , affiſted by ewo out of every hon+ 
dreth for his councell , hither aſſembled the complaints of the Camp, and 
hence had they commiſſion to fetch out of Ships both ordinance powder and 
ſhot, and out of Gentlemens houſes all abilliments of Warre. The King 
hearing of all theſe diſorders ſent his Generall pardon amongſt chem, procl »m- 
ed by a Herrald , butthereb<ls utrerly refuſed ic , and planted their Ordi- 
nance on the top of a hill againſt the Tower of Norwich, and ſhot againſt the 
City which did bur little harme, whereupon they removed their peece3tower, 
and then began tobatter the walls, and without any great reſiſtance cnrred 
the Towne, where they became maſters of allthe munition, and A 
the 
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the Major, and other Cicizens : againlt chote che King fenc the Lord Parre © 
Marqu-fſe of N»rthamptos, accompanied with the Lords Sheffield , and ent - 
worth and miny orther Kaights, wich ſome 15000 horſe,at whoſecomming to 
Norwich , they ſummoned the Ciry in the Kings Name to yeeld; which by 
ſome of the Magiſtrates was incontinently done, and the ſword delivered to 
the Lord-Marqueffe, and he enters the Towne. Which the ſame night was aſ- 
fuired by the rebels, whom he manfally refiſted ,and flew 300 of their rioroas 
rout. The next diy following the whole rout of thoſe rebells enriedthe Ciry 
by che Hoſpicall, and began a cruell fight, wherein the Lord Sheffield by the 
fall of his horſe into a dicch, was barcherly flayne by a Bacher, as hee ſoughe 
to recoyer himſelfe , and the rebels now fleſhed with this their forrunare 
chance, followed the chale with ſuch flaughter,and cry, that they forced the 
Lord Mxvqueſl= to forſake che Ciry, and rooke therein priſoner, Sir Thowas 
Corswsllis , whom they fairly kept in darance till cheir laſt overthrow. 
Norwich they ranfacke,and ſer on fire, conſaming a great pare of the Tawne, 
The Lord Marquefle rerarned, and the rebels holding Norwichvew forces are 
gathered, and che Lord [0:Dudley Earle of Warwick is appointed Generall, who 
comming to Cembridge prepared4or the enemy , {hither reſorted rohim the 
Lord Marquzfſe aforeſaid, the Lords #illowghby, Power, and Grey, with many 
other Norfolke men , with theſe ) made cowards Norwich, and the 23 of 4s- 
gut ſhewed himſelfe before the Ciry ; whence to fave the effuſion of bloud, 
hee ſent Norrey Kingof Armes to ſummon che City , andto offer a" peterall 
pardon ; which beitig againerefaſed, he canſed his ordinanceto be planted a- 
gaine $* Stephens g te, and his pioners ro breake open the braſen gate, where- 
at many made entry, and «fivers were f]:ine, S:. Stephens goje forced open t 
Cannon ſhot, the Earle of Warwick entred the Cicy, and*with ſmall reſift- 
ance came into the Market-place, where 60 rebels were incontinemly exe- 
cared by martiall Law ; bar the;Earles carriages paſſing through the Ciey_were 
ſurpriſed by che enemy, where was grearſtore of powder and ſhot, which 
with triumphehey conveyed to their Camp : the Earle of r7/arwick being now 
Maſter of the City ſhut all the gates, them onely excepred that gave way to 
Moshold, and thoſche planted wich his great Arrillery; che rebels perceaving 
what he went abour, ſodainly made towards the gate, who with ſuch! 
and violence came on, that they forced che Earles ments retire, lexwing their 
Ocdinance to the rebels, who preſently diſpoſed chem amongſt cheir Owne: 
the Earle imoloyed all his endevoars to defend the Ciry,which norwithftand- 
ing hee could not, the rebels making incurſi>ns over the River from their 
well ſtored Campe,and (erting the ſtreetes i many places on firezupon which 
ſme counſelled the Earle ro depart , but ſo farte was hee from ſuch ſtalneof 
honour, that drawing forth his ſword, he commanded orhets to doe che fike; 
determined another way to worke, and ſought ro ſtopall convoy of vidtualle 
which the rebels perceaving, ſer fire on their Cabbins, and With enfiznes dif 
- played,entrenched thernſelves arrhe foote ofrche hill, in a valiey caled'Daſews 
_ dale: the next diy, being the 27 of 4ugyf, the Lord Gerictalths EcEt= 
ved a ſupply of 1400 Lances, prepared and fer tyis Batraifes iriarriy, ff '' 
the rebels _—_ ſer theirs Mom 1h _ foreranks, «ll che Genele- 
men that they had raketrpri s, were placed and coupledin TronsforRare- 
ing away , ſothat their dangers wete doubled, and thettiſelves expoſed to 


death,as well by their friends #s' their enemies ; nn 
Earle being ſore mooved, cauſed whole vollies of Artillery to be di 
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againſt the enemies, when Capraine Drazy with his owne band and the Almging 
thruſt ſore upon them, andopened their Battels, whereby moſt of the cap- 
tive Gentlemen eſcapedaway , npon which the Eazrles light horſemen came 
ſovaliancly on, thar the rebels gave backe, and ti<d, and their Capraine Robey; 
Ket apon aſwifchorſe galloped away ; the chaſe continued three miles, and 
more, with the ſJaughter of 3500 rebels, their Battell this broken, and the 
moſt part fled : thoſe notwithſtanding that kepe abour the Ordinance, derer- 
mined todie like men : which the Earle perceaving,and ſeeing them ſtand ſo 
reſv/utely, himſelfe in perſon proclaimed a general] pardon to them all, upon 
which rhey caſt away their weapors crying with one voyce, God ſave Ki 
Edward, the day following Ket their Captains was raken , with his brother 
William,where they with che reſt, ſoffered their deſerved deaths.

UYeene Mary being now ſeared inthe Throne, there was a match pro- 
pounded betwixr Philip King of Spaize and her, which gid fo diſtaſte 

the ſubjets, that among(t them S'r Thomgs yet of Kent wich others, made 
a Proclamation at Maidſtone in; Kent againſt rhe Queenes marriage, alleadging 
the thraldome whereunto the Land would become ſubje& by rhar Spaniſh 
match,and accompanied wich Sir George Harpzr,and others, haſted to Rocheſter, 
where they forthwith brake downe the briage, in the meane while Sir Henry 
Iſley Anthony , and William Knevet brethren,in Eaſt and Weſt Kent, raiſed ome 
forces, thinking to joyne with Wyat , but Sir Robert Southwell high Sheriffe 
of the Shire and theLord 4bergeveany met chem at rotbambillwhere preſently 
began a horskirmiſh,cill laſtly the ſeditious were ſcattered, and fled, Sir Heer 
Iſey into Hemſhire , and othersintoother pars, 'a few eſcaping to joyne with 
their coſorrs: the begining thus unfortunate,made many miſdoubt of the end, 
amongſt whom Sir obs Hgrper got from #y0t , and ſabmicted himſelfe tothe 
Dake of Norfothe, who with Sir Henry leriegham, Caotaine-of rhe guard, Sir Ed- 
ward Bray, Sir John Fog andothers, came unto Sirpxdneere Kockefter,and there 
being buſie in planting his Ordinance, wascertainly rouldithe Londoners meant 
to betray him : whercat ſore aſtoniſhed, and rarning abour, hee ſaw Capraine 
Bret, and the band of white coates at his back, crying we are all Eogh/bmes,we 
are all Exg/fhwes , which ſodaine conſpiracy canſed the Duke and the Cap- 
taine of the guard to ſhift for themſelves, and kfc their unfaichfull followers 
todiſpoſe of their owne affe&ions nnto #jat ; amongit whom Sir George Har- 
per bar lately receayed of the Dake now turned againe to 7/38t, Wyar and his 
fociates being greatly encouraged by this new ſupply, with eight braffe peeces 
taken of the Queene beſides others of their owne, marched nexc to Cowlis 
Caſtle, where the Lord Cobham thenlay, and bending their Ordinance 2painſt 
the gate, broke it open with their ſhot, . and made enterance for their men: 
the Lord Cobham right valiantiy reſiſted their doings, and beſtowed freely ſuch 
munition as he had, againſt their breaſts,even with his owne hands, in which 
enterpriſe two of his men was {laine, and #yat after having ſome ralke wich 
the ſaid Lord departed to Grezeſesd, where he with his men lodged that night, 
the next day hee came to Dartford, unto, whom the Queene ſent Sir Edward 
Haſttegs maſter of the horſe, and Sir Thomas Corawalli: , 'both of them being 
privy: Counſellours, to know of j/yet the reaſons that hee tooke up Armes 
againſt his Soveraigne,declaring to him thatic was bur the'worke of atraitour 
to ſow {edition in the Realſme , to which! j/5et anſwered, that hee was no 
| crairour, 
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eraitour,and char whichheel1a4done, wa todefend he Realme from danger 
. of being over-runne wich ſtrangers ; bar the:demands of #jat was fo unrealo- 
nable,charchey deparr ro Courr'diſcontented'; and #wyer torthwith 'tame to 
Deepeford by Greenewich : this bred a grear:diſtraQtion in the Ciry; bur thar 
chey had ſome comforr,by chediſcomfiture of the Corewes ahd Gibs; 'thitwere 
making head inthe Weſt, of whom cercaine"newes was brought ,"thar they 
were wholy defeated and fledy inthe meanerime Quene Mey 2 
Lord ile Herbert Earle of Peabrooke Geiterall of the Field; and gave forth 
Proclamation, ' that whoſoever conld bring wureitherequick or dead,honld 
have a roo! Land by the yeare tohinmt pots ncons  beos ?m in Deipe- 
ford, knowing whar was done; with 14-e ; and/4000 ftrong marched 
towards Lowdos, at whoſe approach the whice Tower having hin danger, 
thot off her Ordinance, bar did miff= their'marke; ſome tevelling $60 farre 0- 
ver, and ſome roo ſhorr, his entrance into Soxthwarke was peeceable, though 
many Countreymen were therein beſtowed, co withſtand his comming, 'who 
contrary to truſt joyned with the Ke#3//b;the Suburbs thus his, he affares him. 
ſelfe off the City, bur comming to the bridge;chey fond the Gates faſt har, 
neicher did any appeare to be ready toopea then for him, therefore miking 
arrench at che bridge-foore, planted rwo- pzeces of Ordinance againſt the 
gate, at Sr Georges Church he moanred another, rhe fourth ar the efirry Into 
Barwondſey-ſtreete and rhe fifth rowards the Biſhop of Wischfters houſe with. 
in che Cirythe Lord Major, and Lord Wilhew Howerd,cauſed the drawbridge 
to be cur downe, and making fortifications for their defence , placed grear 
Ocdinance againſt the entrance. ' 77588 ſtill thirſting ro know the Cities intent, 
got with ſome few followers unto the drawbridge, where being unſeene him- 
ſelfe ſaw the paſſage roodifficale to have friendly acceſſe ; and therenpon ſaid 
ro his conſorts, this place istgo hor for ns, the Tower and other placas were 
wich Ordinance, and all leyel[ed againſt the Borough of ; 
which the inhabitanrs perceaving, came to'FFzet, and complayned, thar for 
his ſake they were all likely ro bee” undone ;/who firacken with piry of fo 
many, preſently remooved his Army towards Kg for epon Themes , where 
fiading the Bridge broken downe, with ladders and plankes he ſoonerepayr. 
edit, andfopaſling the Rivertheſamenight; came to Braleeferd before hee 
was deſcryed by the Queenes ſcouts, the newes 'whereof fore eronbled the 
Courr. Wyats hopes was to ſurpriſe che Ciry 6na ſadddine, and therefore 
made ſach haſt as h- did , bar beinghindred by a peece ofgrear Ordirignce, 
that was diſmounted from the carriage, came not to X nightr-bridge before ic 
was day. Theſame morning the Earle of Perbrovke Lord Generali had cakert 
St James fields, whither 3#5et in his good order marched, bur ſceing the way 
forelazd , both with foore and horſemen. rarned downe the old lane dire&- 
ly coward $*, Tees, whence Captaine Yeughio withtwo ty figne- touke w- 
wards W-ftwirſter , and Vat along the canly feading towirtls Chariue Croſſe 
the Lord General's horſe men hicherto ſtood hovering aloof-, unrjil th 
enemy was pafſed, all bur che raile, 'npon which rhey violetifly ſer \ and fe- 
yered from the reſt, rhe maine never looking backe roreleeyetheir difireſſe, 
yy paſſing forwards by the Batraile of fooremen wichout atty Impeachment

of ther committed co the Tower : of which Ladyes troubles, innaocency, and

EogEſþ out of harbour, they paſſed by towards Calſiz, well hoping about theſe 

coaſts ro meece with che Pridce Parma, by which meanes the Eng/zþ got the 

wind and efrſoones gave them chaſe,and encounter, where fire ſmoak, & echo- 

ing Cannons began to parley. The next day the cwo Fleetes foughe wichin 

Murket (hot, where the Eaghſb Admirall fell moſthorly uponthe vice Admira!l 

of Spaine,at which preſent they well perceaved tfieirownoverfighr;their grear 

Ships (like Caſtles) powerfullco defend, þat nor offend, and far unfit for fight 

in thoſe narrow Seas: cheir enemy nimble,and ready ar all fidesto annoy them, 

' which they perceaving, gathered themſelves cloſe in the forme of a halfe 
Moone.and flackned their ſailes, that cheir whole fleet might keeperogether, 
notwithſtanding one of their great Gallions, wherein was Dos Pedro de valder,, 

Vaſq uer de ſilva, Alonzo de Sagas,and other Noblemen, was fore battered by the 

Enghh (hor; in avoyding whercof ſhee fell fowle on another Ship,and ere ſhe 

could be cleared, had her fore maſt broken off, which fo hindred her fayle,rhar 

ſhee was unable to keepe way with the Fleete. And ſoall thatnighthylzg- 

ging by her ſelfe:the next morning Sir Francis Drakeeſpying her, fent a Pin= 
nace to command them to yeeld, bar Ye/Jez anfwered that they were 450 n 
ſtrong, and chat himſelfe was Dos Pedro, and ftoodon his honour, and there- | 
upon propounded certaine conditions;but cheKnighr ſent reply that he had ro 
tim? to parley,jfhe would preſently yield to doeic; if not he ſhould very well 
proove that Drake was no daſtard ; wherenpon Pedro hearing chat it was che 
fiery Drake (ever terrible to the Spaniard) that had him inchaſe, with forty 
of his followers came on board Sir Francis Ship,and proteſted, he and all his 
followers were reſolved ro dye in defence , had they not fallen under his 
power, Sir Frascizentertained them very reſpeRively,and fent them ro Plies- 
mouth, in the Ship were 5500c Ducates of Gold, which che Souldiers merily 
ſhared amongſt chemſelyes, Likewiſe the ſame day another great Gallion was 
fired, wherein the vice Admirall ofthe whole Fleere was,and at length caken, 
and ſent to Plimmonth.to the great joy of the Engliſh. 

Upon T»eſd% the 2 3 of Tab, the Spaniardrapproching right againſt Portland, 
the winde came abour into the North, which was fitting for cheirdeſignes ; bur 
the Ezghiſh agile, and forſecing all harmes, recovered the advantage thereof 
from the Spexiar 
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dr, and continued from morning till night battering theirun= ——— 
weldy bulkes,whick forced chemfor their further ſafery to gather themſelves 
intoarundell, their greateſt Ships ſtanding wichout, ſecuring their battered 
and lefſe : on this day the foreſt fiphr was performed, wherein befides other 
remarkable harmes,a great Fezetias Ship, with ſome other ſmaller, were ſurpri- 
ſed, and takenby the Emglih. :

Mar- 
tia Erwbbjſher,and others. The Spaniard making away abour ſunſer, upon the 27 
ofthe ſame Month came to Dover,andankered within fight of Celts intending 
for Duskirk,chere tojoyne with the Duke of Perms, withont whom they wel] 
ſaw they could doe nothing, The Engh/b Fleete following hard upon them, caft 
anchor ſo neare,that they lay within C#/verivg ſhort, meane while the D.of ve- 
dina (ent unto Parma to make ready his long expected forces, D.Parms heari 
rhe beſt ofthis voyage, makes all things ready that lay in his charge, his hopes 
being only fixed far che Crowne of Exgland : the Spanierds lying at anker neere 
Ca/lir,tq joynewith Parma,were forced thence by a policique ſtratape, for onthe 
23 of the ſame mozth,being ſunday,the Exg/5þ filled 8 of cheir worſtShips, with 
guopowder,pitch,brimſtone,and other combuſtible matters, their Ordinance

gain? the Enghþ getting the'wind, deprivedrthem of Cal/iz rode and hindred 
ch:motf ſapply from Duz#krk,, and ſo charged them from morning till night, 
that the confli& proyed diſmall tothe invincible 4-meds, for therein a Gullion 
of Biſcey periſhed & alſo 2other great Ships preſently ſonk likewiſe, rwo Portu- 
gall Gallions were ſotorne with the ſhot, that their Capraines were forced to 
forſake them, & oneefthem, taken by che7kf3ser7,and the other taken on the 
coaſt of Flanders and carried into Zedland , toconclude, the whole 4rmalo was 
diſperſed and par roflighr,and was ſo followed by the Lord Admirall,that they 
receaved great loſſes on the coaſts of Scotland, and 1relied, there werein all loſt 
of theSpen;/b parts, foureſcore and one veſſels lictle and great; 13500 Souldiers 
flzine,and ſome 2000 taken priſoners in Eaglaed and Trelaud:and to be briefe, 
there was no famoas or worthy family in alt Spajze, which loſt not a ſonne, 
2 brother,orakinſman.

Obs Exrle of Bucquhan, and Archibald Doyglas, two valiant leaders repaired

honour and glory, by the inſtigation of the Pope, he ſent Clarertiae King 
of Armes,co che Fresch King to demand the Datchies of Normandy,Guics, 4»- 
iow, and Maize, and with chem alſo the Crowne that King Lewis ware, but ha- 
viog a ſlight anſiver, he joyned a league with Afeximilliies the Emperour,Ferd;. 
nado King of Speine,and other great Princes, then propounding his purpoſes 
in Parliament, ſent over certaine Nobles before him into Freace, himſelfe af. 
rzr following, pirched downe his Tents before che Towne of Terwis, where 
he begirr the {aid Ciry with a ſtrong fiege-to thiy place Maximilias rhe Empe- 
roar came, and to the great hononr of Heeyy,cnrred into his pay, wearing the 
crofle of S*. George wich a roſe ( the Kings badge )as his faithfoll Sonldier, and 
receaved wages by day for every ofhis, according to.their degree. The French 
ſeeing theirTownein diſtrefle ſent the Duke of Lowgevile well accompanied ro 
raiſe the ſiege, or elſe torelieve the Towne with victuallsand men, burthey 
were ſoencountred by the King and his company ; as the Duke himſelfe with 
moſt of his choyce Capraines were taken priſoners, and fix of their ſtandards 
wan, the reſt for ſafegard of lifeſo poſted away, that this confli& was called 
the Battaile of ſpurs ; -after bis the Towne was rengered tothe King, after 
which he ſent away cheir ordinance,filled up their ditches, & fired the Towne, 
except the cathedrall Church and Biſhops pallace. Then was the Giege remo- 
ved to Towrney , Which likewiſe was yielded ro him wick 10000! ſterling for 
the Citizens redemprion, afrer which he appointed Sir Pdward Poyuises lieu 
cenant thereof,and the yeare being ſpent, he rerurned into Feglaed.
